The War begun by Henry againſt the 


Emperor, being intermitted by his Death, 


it was renew'd by Gwelfo, and kindled ſuch 
a Flame in Germany, as Rivers of Blood 
could not quench. The Nation was divi- 
ded betwixt them, tho' not equally: For 
all the Princes that conſented to the For- 


feitures of the Dutchies of Bavaria and Sa- 
Kom, were ingaged in Honour to affiſt Con-

tho' moſt Writers will have the Origin of 
theſe Names to be of a more ancient Date, 
yet all muſt agree, that they then began to 
be generally uſed to diſtinguiſh the Impe- 
rialiſts from the Bawarians, And afterwards, 
in the Wars of Italy, by Gwelfs were under- 
ſtood ſuch as favour'd the Pope. And theſe 
Factions were not quite extinguiſhed till 
the Time of the Emperor Charles V. 
But to return from this ſhort Digreſſion: 
Gelfo being furniſhed with Men and Mo- 
ney, as aforeſaid, gave the Emperor Bat. 
tle ; but being overmatch'd, tho he was 
exceedingly valiant, was nevertheleſs o- 
verthrown, and loft moſt of his Men. Af. 
ter this he rallied again, being confidera- 


bly reinforc'd by the King of Hungary, but 
it ſignified nothing, for he was again 
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beaten ; when flying to a Town! call'd 
Meinsberg, he was therein beſieged in the 
1140. beginning of the Year 1140 by the, Empe- 
ror. . Whilſt Conrade lay before the faid 
Town, the Beſieged reſolved to make a 
Salley upon the Imperialiſts; but Duke 
Gwelfo ſucceeded ill in it : For having loſt 
abundance of his Men, he was at laſt for- 
ced to retreat into the Town in great Diſ- 
order, and ſoen after was obliged to ſur- 
render upon Articles. Thoſe that were ſent 
to capitulate with.the Emperor, were uſed 
very civilly, and obtained the Privilege, 
that the Beſieged might paſs through his 
Army unmoleſted ; but Duke Gwelfo's Wife 
not thinking it Prudence to accept this Fa- 
vour, ſent a Gentleman privately to de- 
mand ſafe Conduct for her. and the other 
Women that were in the Town; which 
being granted, they every one of them 
took their Husbands upon their Backs, and 
ſo march'd out of the Town. It was 
thought that the Dutcheſs requeſted this 
Liberty to carry off her Jewels and other 
Treaſure ; but when the Emperor ſaw 
that ſhe and her Companions preferr'

Otbo finding himſelf thus unfortunate, 


and having narrowly eſcaped out of the 
Battle, went to Brunſwick, where he re- 
main'd for four Years afterwards, without 
attempting at any time to revenge himſelf, 


and dy'd in the Year 1218. at Hartzburg, 
having been-Emperor about fix Years. 
Having ſhew'd great Signs of Contrition 
and Penitence before his Death, eſpecially 
for his Rebellion againſt the Church, as

The Emperor Ortho departing this Life William. 
without any Children, his Brother William, 1218. 
ſirnam' d Longſword, or of Wincheſter, his 
Birth Place, his Father and Mother being 
then Exiles in England, continued the Line, 
He marry'd Helena, Daughter to Voldemar 
King of Denmark, and from this Match * 
came our preſent Ring. One Author ſays, 
that the King of England their Uncle gave 
him and his Brother Ortho Hoſtages to the 
King of France for a large Sum of Money, 
which he engag'd to pay for their Liberty. 
I find another ancient Writer relates, that 
this Prince return'd home our of Hungary, 
where he had been detain d long for a Sum 
of Money, in 1205 ; after which' he won 
the City of Staden, wherein Biſhop Hard. 
wick was taken Priſoner ; ſo he did alſo 
Bremen, and Count Bernard wander Wolfi was 
taken in it. But theſe Exploits he could 


g not accompliſh without the Aſſiſtance of 
5 his Brother.

Otho, ſirnamed the Young, ſucceeded his 
Father William in the Year 1213, being 


not above eight Years. of Age. I might 
haye oblerv'd before, that the Emperor 
Orho had a Brother named Henry, already 
mentioned, who upon his Death took Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the City of Brunſwick, which he, 


fold to the Emperor. Frederick II. But 
Prince Otho be ing not able to brook this, 
ill Uſage from his Uncle and the Empe- 
t to ſuffer a Place, to which 


he had a juſt Right, to be alienated from 
bim and his Family; and having wiſely; 
concerted his Deſign with the Inhabitants, 
put the Imperial Garriſon to the Sword in 
1227. The Emperor was exceedingly in- 
_ d, at him for this Fact, and reſolved 
upon Revenge. But we Un gene- 
rouſly refuſed to join with Henry the Em- 


peror's eldeſt Son, who at the wicked So- 


licitation of. the Pope had rais'd a Rebel- 


lion againſt his Father; Frederick was ſo 


pleaſed with his Condug, that in a Diet 


wick-Lu- held at AMentz, in 1236, wherein Otbo aſſiſt- 

d, hg reconciled himſelf to him, and e- 

rected his. Dominions into a Dutchy. * 5 
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ſo this Otho was the firſt Duke of Rrunſwick- 
Lunenburg. He gave him the Inveſtiture 


of the ſaid Dutchy, as a Fief of the Em- 
pire to be devolved by Inheritance. to his 


Deſcendants, Male or Female. Moreover 


the Emperor, as acpeculiar Token of his

All this was tranſacted in 
the Preſence of the Archbiſnops of: Cologa, 
Mentz,, Triers Bamberg, Saltzburg, Magdi- 
burg, Hlldeſbeim, Lubeck, Munſter, : Oſnaburg, 
Verden, and many other Biſhops, Abbots 
and Prelates; as alſo in the Preſencè of 
the Princes of the Empire, Duke Osho of 
Bavaria, Palatine of the Rhine; the Duke 


of Brabant,” Albert Duke of Saxony} the Duke 


of Lorain, the Landgrave of Juringen, Mar- 
grave of Miſnia, Margrave of Baden, Two 
Margraves "of Brandenburg, 4 and ; many 
Counts, Barons, Knights and Noblemen. 
Upon which Duke Otbo took Poſſeſſion of 


the Dominion of. Lunenburg; and endowed 


that Dutchy with ſeveral Prixileges and 
Rights.

Duke Otho was a Prince that inherited 
the great Spirit of his Anceſtors : He re.

Sum of Money from the Inhabitants, and

Advantage of paſſing a River that was 
near their Camp; for then they might 
have fought with much more Safety and 
Precaution than they did, or retreated as 
they pleaſed to a Poſt of Security, and run 
no Hazard: So that the Victory fell to the 
Share of the brave Dukes of Brunſwick, 
who after they had made a great Slaughter _ 
of the Enemy, took many Priſoners ; and 
thoſe of moſt Note were CountOrho of Vander 
Hoye, Count Otho of Schowenburg, Biſhop Orho 
of Minden, beſides Burghers and other con- 
ſiderable Perſons.

Otho upon the Death of his Brother Ber- 
nard, tho' young, upon his Father's Com- 
mands aſſuming the Reins of Government 
into his Hands, his firſt Feat of Arms was 
againſt the Nobility of his own Country, 
and of the Mark, who in Contempt of his 
Father Frederick, a mild Prince, grew haugh-

not able to brook their Haughtineſs, made 
War upon them. There were whole Fa- 
milies of theſe Nobles that came againſt 
him ; their Leaders were Schulenburg and 
Bertenſlen, who did not want Kindred and 
Allies ; neverthelefs, they durſt not draw 
out into the open Field, but kept to their 
Faſtneſſes, while Otho waſted their Lands 
with Fire and Sword ; and then entring 
into the Marſhes and other difficult Places, 
wherein no Hoſtilities could ever be 
committed before, brought them to ſue 
for Peace and Mercy. Amongft other 
Places which Otho reduc'd during this War, 
was the Caſtle of Hiddeſacker, in the Ab- 
ſence of Werner de Bulow, who was then 1n 
the Holy Land: it was reported that 
Magdeburgb, whether preſent or abſent, fa- 
voured him very much, and made Irrupti- 
ons into Ot ho's Territories; but of this we 
have nothing certain, and ſo we'll leave

This 
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This Prince was highly eſteemed of all Otho'; 
Men, and was as famous for his Juſtice, as rob 
he was ſevere in the Puniſhment of Thieves 
and Robbers, of which he cleared his 
Country; but the fatal Deſtinies cut off 
che Thread of his Life, before he had ſur- 
vived, according to the Courſe of Nature, 
half his Days, in the Year 1478. _ 

Frederick having ſurvived both his Sons, Henry 
as before-hinted, was ſucceeded by Henry the Young 
his Grandſon, the Son of Otho, who was 478. 
ſirnamed the Young, by reaſon of his Youth ; 
he being no more than 'Ten Years of Age 
when he took the Reins of Government in- 
to his Hands: His Mother was Anne of 
Nuſaw, and he married Margaret Daughter 
to Erneſt Elector of Saxony, Henry proved 
a Valiant and Active Prince, and was en- 
gaged in divers Wars, more particularly 
that before mention'd againſt his Kindred 
the Dukes of Brunſwick, over whom he ob- 
tain d the Victory, and took Duke Erick 
Priſoner. The Battle was fought on a 
Heath near a Place call'd Soltau, ſituate in 
the Country of Lunenburg, Twenty five 
Miles North-Weſt of Zell, and Thirty 
South-Weſt of Lunenburg. I know not whe- 
ther there might not be a Tower therea- 
bouts, called the Tower of Peina, where 
Fabricius ſays the Action was; and that 
Author relates it thus. 

About this Time there was a Battle ½, 23. 
fought near the Tower of Peina, between Battle ef

1 Flight being ſtopp'd by unpaſſable Bogs, 
ih 5 took Courage from Neceſſity, and ſo re- 
pulſed the Proteſtants, who purſued ſome- 
what diſorderly, that they took from them 
all their Advantage.

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order, as gave the Victory to the Imperi- 
aliſts, to the great Slaughter of the con- 
quer d. The King changed Horſes thrice, 
and led his Troops to the Charge, anima- 
red the Faint-hearted, and was every 
where preſent, where either Danger terri- 
yd, or Hopes gave Courage; acting with 
his Voice and Endeavours, directive to his 
own, viſible to his Enemies, and exempla- 
veto them all: Neither was Ty wanting 
in the diſcharge of the Duty of a great 
General, and with ſo much the more Ap- 
plauſe, that he won the Day after he had 
been little leſs than overcome: So that 
Chance, which uſurps ſo great a Share 
in Battles, could not in this, by the Victo- 
ry, upbraid the one with the Victory, or 
by the Loſs blemiſh the Praiſes of the o- 
ther. The Conſequence of the Victory 
was the ſurrendring Luther at Diſcretion; 
into which the Remainder of the conquer'd 
had retir'd, and Northein, and all the Coun- 
tries of Lunenburg and Brunſwick, with many 
other Cities and Places yielded. _ 
But to return, Auguſtus was the next Bro- 
ther and Succeſſor of Chriſtian ; Frederick al- 
ſo was older than George ; but I ſhall-prefer

Mine 
alone, there were gooooo Dollars coined in 
one Year, ſo that if the Elector had ſeven 
Parts in Twelve, of the Reſt of the Mines 
which he held in common with his Kin- 
dred, he muſt have an immenſe Sum to 
his Share; beſides which, great Profit re- 
dounds from the Lead, Iron, and other 
Mines of theſe Countries : But 'tis to be 
obſerved, that the Produce of theſe Mines 
is not certain; for ſometimes they increaſe, 
and at other times decreaſe. The Origin 
of theſe Mines is uncertain. Some ſay, they 
were found out in the Time of .the Em- 
peror, Henry the Fowler ; others of Otho 
the Great ; and many refer them to the 
Reign of Henry Il. Perhaps it's beyond 
Diſpute, that the Mine of Ramelsburg was 
the firſt that was found, aud that afterwards 
they ſearched the other Mountains already 
mentioned...

The chief Towns of our King in this 
Country, as Elector, are Hanover the Seat 
of his Reſidence, Gottingen, Einbec, and 
Ee Munaa ;

Mines can be made towards Wolfenbuttel, by 
Reaſon of the marſhy Grounds about the 
River Oker; there were new Works and For- 
tifications added to Brunſwick about two and 
twenty Years ago, and ſuch as ſeem to la- 


bour under their own Weight: The Palace 


of Salxthal is worth ſeeing, but yet tis more 
elegant than coſtly. The Library of Rodoj- 
phus Auguſtus, which is at Brunſwick, is alſo 
worth the Sight, where there are the Wri- 
tings of the moſt illuſtrious Divines, and 


many other Things of great Value, 


The Laws in the Dutchy of run ſwick- 
Lunenburg, are either Eccleſiaſtical, where the 
Body of their Doctrine, called Julium, from 
Henry Julius the Inſtitutor, are eſteem'd as a 


ſacred Anchor; the former whereof the Mi- 
niſters of the Churches are bound by Oath to 


keep to: Or Civil, where every Principali- 


ty is govern'd by its own Laws, Which were 


made by the Princes, and which is ſtrange, 


ſolemnly confirm'd by the Emperor Ferdi- 


nand I. on the 5th of May, in 1559. 
Many Authors wonder very much, wh 
the Dukes of ' Brunſwick have not in Civil 


Matters retained the Saxon Laws, which ap- 


pertained to their Anceſtors, more than any 
other Princes. whatſoever : It does not ap- 


pear, when it was, that they began to lay 
aſide the Saxon Inſtitutions ; perhaps they 
would not tye themſelves up to the written 
BB Las 
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Laws of the EleQors of Saxony ; and 
that afterwards they by degrees came to 


be diſuſed by them : At length the Uſe of 
the Roman Law was introduced into their 


Country, and by a Diploma of the Em. 


peror, the {vcceeding Princes bound them. 
ſelves to nſe no other: George William in- 
deed, in 1664, made ſome Innovations, or 
rather Emendations therein; and there are 
no other latter than theſe that occur to us. 
' There is . peculiar in the judici- 
ary Proceedings of this Country; for as 
many Lines as there are of this Family, ſo 
many Sorts of Governments there are. The 
Elector ſome Years ago took away ſome 
peculiar juriſdictions in Gottingen and Gru- 
benbag, as the Duke of Zell did from Ha- 
burg and Danneberg; the Cauſes being re- 
moved to Hanover and Zell, and the Judges 
are ſeldom made from among the Nobility. 

© The Inhabitants of the Dutchies of Brunſ- 
wick and Lunenberg are endued with a natu- 


ral Firmneſs of Temper, and Conſtancy of 


Mind, and are not wavering ; The Vulgar 


are reputed to be ſomewhat ſtupid, There 


is a vaſt Deal of Difference between the 
Bodies and Intellectuals of thoſe who live 


in barren Parts, and others that dwell in 


a fruitfuller Soil; the firſt are dull and 
flothful, the other quite contrary. Theſe 
two Sort of People, my Author is pleas d 


to compare with the Scotch Highlanders and 
Towlangers, how juſtly let others determine; 


as for the reſt, the Zamenburgers in general 
come ſhort of no other German Nation inthe 
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ln the War of 1688, the Princes of the 
Honſe of Brunſwick- Lunenburg, had above 
forty thouſand Men in Arms, of which 
about two and thirty thouſand were the 
Troops of Hanover and Zell; they had till 
a greater Number in the laſt War of 1702. 
But we are not to ſuppoſe them all in their 
own Pay; great Bodies of them having been. 
hired by England and Holland, for carrying 
on the common Cauſe of Liberty, againſt ' 
the united Powers of France and Spain. 
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The Emperor Otho conſults his Uncle 
John King of England, about making 
4 Truce with the Duke of Swabia.

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When he had paſſed the Po, the People 


of Parma and others received him with the 


bigheſt Honours; and the Citizens of Mi- 
1 Genoa, Lucca, and others went to pay 


their Devoirs, and made him very large 


Preſents : When he had got with all his Re- 
tinue, as far as Viterbo, he was there 


met by the Pope, and great Expreſſions of 


Joy and Kindneſs paſſed between them. Si- 


gonius ſays, the Emperor, was received at 


Verona, by the Marqueſs Aro with the ut- 
moſt reſpect, and that the People and Clergy | 
of Milan were  overjoy'd at - his Preſence : 

What pleaſed him moſt was a Chorus of 
young Men and Maidens, who, being clad 


in White, went out to meet him, and car- 


ry ing Olive Branches in their Hands, ſung 
Songs in his Praiſes with great Melody : 


He was afterwards with great Magnificence | 
| Crowned by Arch-Biſhop Hubert in St. Au- 


broſe Church, with an Iron Crown, the an- 
tient Monument of the Kingdom of Italy: 
He alſo confirmed all the antient Privileges 
of the People of Milan, and made them 
many noble and large preſents; from hence 
being accompanied by the Arch- Biſhop, he 


went to Bologna by the Amilian way, and 


was received by the People in Tents without 


the City, in a moſt ſolemn and auguſt man- 


ner; he did every Body juſtice, and granted | 


all the Requeſts that were made to him : 

Then paſſing over the Appennine, he jour- 
ney'd through Tuſcany, and the Cities where- 
ever he came, offering him their Keys, he 
returned them again with Gifts and great 


Civinties, and then he met the Pope at Vi-

of Brunſwick-Lunenburg. 
terbo as aforeſaid, who invited him to Rome, 
there to be Crowned with great Solemnity. 
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Our Matthew Paris, in a few Words, gives 


the beſt Account of the Difference between 


Otbo and the Pope that I can meet with: 


In the Year 1210. ſays that Hiſtorian, Otho 
the Emperor. being mindful of the Oath 
he had taken, when the Pope allowed and 
approved of his Title to the Empire, that 


he would preſerve the Laws and: Dignity 


of the Empire, and recover the loſt Rights 
thereof, as far as lay in his Power; he ap- 


pointed ſeveral Perſons to enquire into the. 


Rights of the Empire, and to make Report 


to him upon Oath of the Particulars diſ- 


covered by them; and when he had learnt. 
what Things, Countries and Places had been 


unjuſtly or fraudulently alienated from it, 
he endeavoured to reſume them: This was 
the Ground of the great Difference that hap- 
pened between the Emperor and the Pope, 
which laſt, during the Vacancy of the Impe- 
rial Throne, had ſeized upon ſeveral Chatel- 
lenaries and other Things that appertain'd to 


the Empire; and the Emperor determining to 


recover the ſame, this is that which ugjuſt- 
ly incenſed the Pope againſt. him: The Em- 
peror alſo bore hard upon Frederick King of 
Sicily, who, as as well as the Pope, during 
the Vacancy, uſurped divers Places. The 
Pope, from the Emperor's Proceedings in 
the Recovery of the juſt Rights of the 
Empire, took Occaſion frequently to admo- 
niſh him by Nuncio's and Letters, to forbear 
moleſting the Church, and the King parti- 
FCC cularly; 
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The Hiſtory of the Houſe 
cularly ; to which the Emperor, by his Am- 
baſſadors, made Anſwer ; faid he, If the 
Pope deſires unjuſtly to poſſeis the Rights 
© of the Empire, let him abſolve me of the 
* Oath I have taken at my Inauguration, that 
© I ſhovld recover thoſe uſurped Rights: 
Laſtly, when the Pope would not abſolve 


bim of the ſaid Oath which was wont to 


be taken by all the Emperors. at their In- 
auguration upon the Holy Bible, and that 

the Emperor on the contrary would not part 
with the Rights of the Empire, which for 
the moſt part ne had already recovered, the 
Pope proceeded to excommunicate him. | 


The Emperor returning the Year follow- 
ing into Germany, held a Diet at Nurem- 
burg, in the Month of May 1112, whither all 


the Princes of Germany were ſummoned to 


appear: There he ſet forth the Perfidy of 


the Romans in the Slaughter of a great ma- 


ny noble and illuſtrious Perſons, and at large 
detected the unjuſt Requeſts and vile De- 
ceits of the Pope himſelf, and then exhort- 


ed the Princes, not to be daſtardly, and 
ſubje& themſelves to be the Vaſſals of Rome: 


He added farther, that he was ready to 


reſign up the Empire, if ſo be the Princes and 
Electors, thought it beſt for the Benefit of the 


Paublick; for the Pope was angry with him, 


becauſe he would not hearken entirely to 


| him, and part with the Dignities and Rights 


of the Empire; that Innocent had laid De- 
ſigns to ſubvert the Authority of the Em- 


pire, and Rome took it to Heart, that the 
Right of chooſing of an Emperor was in 


the Hands of the Germans, and of *

they muſt be diveſted, if it ſhould be in 
the Power of the Pope to depoſe the Em- 
peror at his Pleaſure; that the Princes were 
too quick-ſighted to overlook the ill Conſe- 
quences, or the Invalidity of their Power to 
chooſe an Emperor, if they approved of 
the Pope's Sentence to depoſe him; when 
the Emperor had confirm'd ſome of them 
in his Opinion, brought over others, and 

excited ſome to grow more angry than be- 


fore with the Pope, they agreed upon a War 
againſt Herman Count of Thuringia. 


In the Year 1365, a moſt dangerous War 
broke out between Albert Duke of Brunſ- 
wick, and Frederick Landgrave of Heſs; Al- 
bert, ſirnamed Salzan, Duke of Lein and Em- 
bee, by his HFercinian Subjects Depredations 
in Thuringia, did the Landgrave much Miſ- 
chief; upon which the Landgrave ſent Am- 
baſſadors to Albert to expoſtulate the Matter, 
they laid down before him their Complaints, 
pray'd, that the Ways might be ſafe for 
Husbandmen and Travellers ; that it became 
a Prince, if he ſuffered any Injuries, not to 
diſſemble them. The Envoys did not meet 
with ſuch a Reception and Anſwer as they ex- 

pected; but being diſmiſs'd without Ceremo- 
ny, the Landgrave drew together a great Ar- 
mp out of the Neighbouring Provinces; and 
making them up to the Number of eighteen 
Thouſand Men, Albert on his Part was not 
negligent to make Preparations for his De- 
fence : He could not prevent the Siege of 
the Caſtle of Salſan, and the Taking of it 
by the Enemy; they attack'd Embec in the

next Place, but met with great Reſiſtance and 


Loſs, becauſe the Beſieged made uſe of Guns 
newly invented by Berthold, a German Monk, 
which wrought great Deſtruction among the 


Beſieged; who not being able to carry the 
Place, waſted the Neighbouring Conntry, 
and put Garriſons into ſeveral Caſtles they 
poſſeſsd themſelves of in thoſe Parts. This 
put the Dake upon ſolliciting for a Peace 


by his Friends, which he concluded, npon 
his giving Hoſtages, that he ſhould be ob. 
liged to pay all the Charges of the War.— 
Fabricius de originibus Saxonicis.
